Burley markets in Kentucky 
opened Monday at an average of 
$61.38, up $1.29 over last year's 
opening day—and prices jumped 
t*ach succeeding day, reaching an 
average of $62.59 on Wednesday. 

All markets closed Thursday for 
Thanksgiving and resumed on 
Friday. 

The new Morehead market 
opened with an average of $57 
Monday, registered an average of 
$56.67 Tuesday and dropped a 
little lower Wednesday. However, 
the U. S. Department of Agriclu- 
ture announced Thursday it was 
assigning federal graders to the 
market as of Friday. The market 
had opened without federal grad¬ 
ers. 

Average in other nearby mar¬ 
kets on Wednesday were Mays- 
ville $62 56; Mt. Sterling, $60.21; 
Winchester $60 52, and Lexington 
$63.11. 

Compared with the first week 
of the 1956 season, prices so far 
are stronger for some grades of 
leaf, lugs, flyings, and nondescript; 
weaker in other leaf grades and 
tips. 

Although apparently too early 
to draw conclusions, the compar¬ 
ative sales periods show good, 
fa'.- and low tan lugs up 3 and 
4 cents; best thin nondescript up 
13 cents and good, fair and lo.v 
tan flyings gaining 3 to 8 cents 
I this season.

Quality this season has been 
called variable an dgenerally is 
conceded slightly lower than last 
year because of changing weather 
in the growing season.

The Morgan County Blue Devils 
went to Morehead Friday night 
to take on the Breckinridgt team 
in the opening round of the 
Scholarship Tournament. They 
battled on even terms through¬ 
out the first half, with the Dev¬ 
ils gaining a five point lead at the 
midway point. 

West Liberty came back the 
second half and pulled away to 
67-53 victory,

LEXINGTON, Ky.—To quality 
for cost-share aid in certain Agri¬ 
cultural Conservation Programs 
and Soil Bank procedures. Ken¬ 
tucky farmers, in 1958. will have 
to apply fertilizer and limestone 
according to soil tests in certain 
practices. 

George D Corder, Kentucky 
Extension Service fertilizer spec- 
limestoneialist, said recent fertili¬ 
zation applications to fields in 
question, plus crop histories, will 
be taken into consideration for 
the 1958 payments. 

Testing labs have been set up 
in most of Kentucky's 120 coun¬ 
ties. he noted. County agents will 
assist in this work; county ASC 
committees have regulations on 
requirements of the ACP.

REPORT VIEW OF SPUTNIK 
IN EVENING AT ABOUT 5 20 

At least four West Liberty peo¬ 
ple report they have sighted Sput¬ 
nik in recent evenings Helen 
Price Stacy of the Courier staff 
reported seeing the Russian satel¬ 
lite at about 5:20 p.m. Nov. 15. 
Then this week Mr. and Mrs. Rob¬ 
ert May and Hobart May report¬ 
ed seeing Sputnik at 5:27. They 
report it looked like a big star, 
bright but not twinkling. They 
report it passed over our horizon 
from northeast to southwest, mak¬ 
ing the crossing in about two or 
three minutes. That’s much faster 
than jet plane speed. Observers 
in Louisville and other nearby 
places also have reported sight¬ 
ing Sputnik at about the same time 
in the evening.

OFFICERS FOR ’58 NAMED BY 4-H CLUBS; 
DISTRICT, COUNTY AWARDS PRESENTED 


Morgan county burley cora- 
! menced commanding premium 
prices as soon as markets opened 
| Monday. 

Highest crop reported thus far 
is a $66.57 average received by 
Leslie Ison of Moon on a crop of 
1,600 pounds. 

While quality is down a little 
from last year, weight is heavier, 
and most farmers are decicedly 
well pleased with their returns. 

As soon as Morgan farmers 
commenced hauling their leaf to 
market they learned this year’s 
crop is much heavier than they 
had expected. Many crops are 
going a ton to the acre and some 
a lot higher. 

Best record set so far is that of 
W. E. Jones of Silverhill who de¬ 
posited a check at the Commercial 
Bank here for $852.90 as his net 
return from a plot of 45 hund¬ 
redths of an acre. 

Jones produced 1,418 pounds 
on the less-than-a-half acre plot, 
and the leaf sold for an average 
of $62.69. 

Ezra Click did almost as well, 
proportionately, on a half-acre 
plot on the Nola Whitt farm near 
Wrigley. He produced 1,498 
pounds on 5 tenths acre and re¬ 
ceived an average of $66.05. The 
half acre netted $883 after selling 
charges. 

Morgan fanners have harvest¬ 
ed 1,777.3 acres of burley this 
year. If it averages 1,900 pounds 
per acre and brings an average 
of $60, the county will receive 
approximately $2,025,000 for the 
crop. A 1,800-pound average at 
$60 would bring about $1,925,000.
